Move By Ottawa 
Hints Tariff 
Retaliations 


OTTAWA (CP) —The Cana 
dian government has suggested 
to the United States that higher 
US. tariffs on Canadian lead 
and zinc could lead to retalia 
tory Canadian action, it was 
shown today in documents 
tabled in the Commons. 

The documents were an 
change of notes between 
two governments last July and 
August, in which Canada pro 
tested a U.S. administrational 
proposal to hoist tariffs 
these products, of which 
ada sells the U.S. more 
$60,000,000 worth a year. 

The Canadian note expressed 
“serious concern” atthe pro 
posed move and indicated belief 
it would constitute a violation 
of the General Agreement on 
Tariffs and Trade 

“Such a development,” it 
added, “would have unfortun 
ate consequences on Canadian 
United States trade relations 
and, to the extent that Canadian 
expogt interests would be af 
fected, the Canadian govern 
ment would find it necessary to 
consider making appropriate 
compensatory adjustments with 
a view to restoring the balance 
of our trade agreement 


NOTHING BUT HARM 

“It is clear that restrictive 
action on lead and zinc by the 
U.S. leading to the possibility 
of compensatory adjustments 
on the part of Canada would 
result'in nothing but harm to 
our two countries and would 
be a serious setback to our 
mutual efforts to maintain ex 
panding trade opportunities in 
the free world.” 

The U.S. note in reply said 
the proposed new taxes on im- 
ports were regarded as the 
minimum _ measure necessary 
to protect the U.S. market for 
domestic producers 

“Without the proposed taxes,” 
it said, “it would seem inevit 
able that the burden of adjust 
ment in output would fall un 
duly on U.S. producers.” 

“It is hoped,” the note added 
“that the government of Can 
ada will appreciate the urgency 
and complexity of the problem 
impelling this U.S. actjon.”

One of Most Slashing Attacks 


It was one of the most slash

Political observers recalled the 
scene when Premier Bennett 
himself made his famous “dis- 
association” speech from the 
Coalition government eight 
years ago and then walked 
across the floor to become an 
Independent.

Premier Bennett and the

First reaction of Premier 
Bennett was that he would not 
attempt to oust Bryan from the 
party. 

Mr. Bennett was not In the 
House when Bryan made his de 
mand for the attorney-general’s 
resignation. He was attending a 
tea for the Queen Mother in 
Vancouver.

Interviewed afterwards he 
said he would “never invite any 
member to cross the floor.” 

He was also asked if he 
thought it would lead to a sere 
fous split in Social Credit ranks, 
He replied: “The answer is no.” 

‘The premier defended Mr, 
Bonner against the attack from 
within his own ranks by saying 
he is “the most outstanding at+ 
torney-general this province, or 
any other province has ever 
had.” 

“I couldn't disagree with 
anything more than with Mr, 
Bryan's statement,” he declared, 

Government members ob 
viously were shocked by their 
colleague’s statements, alk 
though it' was learned Mr, 
Bryan raised the matter pre 
viously in caucus. 

It appeared there was little 
support, if any, among Social 
Credit members for the stand 
he had taken although most de 
fended his right to say it. 

Angered by the embarrass 
ment caused the party by Mr. 
Bryan, they may take a differ. 
ent attitude behind the closed 
doors of the caucus session to- 
day, however.

For his Attorney-Gen- 
eral Bonner made it clear he 
has no intention of resigning 
He told reporters in the corri- 
dor after the House rose: 

“I've never walked away from 
a tough job in my life and I 
don't intend to start now.” 

The House was hushed when 
Mr. Bryan got up to speak. Most 
of the members knew what was 
coming

Mr. Bonner sat impassively 
through Mr. Bryan’s remarks, 
and applauded half-heartedly 
at the end of his speech. His 
only sign of discomfort was a 
redness that crept up from the 
back of his neck as Mr, Bryan 
launched into his attack. But 
he took several notes. 

Almost all the members were 
in the House while the member 
spoke, and listened quietly. 

Former lands and forests 
minister Robert Sommers, now 
Social Credit MLA for Rossland- 
Trail, was out of the chamber 
when Mr. Bryan began but

Charles Starkweather, 19, ac- 
cused slawer of 10 and pos- 
sibly 11 persons, was charged 
with first degree murder 
here today. 

In another jail cell here, 
Caril Fugate, his 14-year-old 
companion during his two- 
state rampage with rifle and 
shotgun, emerged from the 
influence of sedatives given 
her after she was brought in 
Wednesday. But her state of 
shock seemed giving way to 
hysteria. She repeatedly 
called “Mom, Mom!” from 
her jail cell. 


CASPER, Wyo. (AP)—“I 
knew that if he won, I would 
be dead.” 

Softspoken, .29-year-old Joe 
Sprinkle, an oil company 
worker, thus summed up his 
struggle for a .22-calibre rifle 
Wednesday -with Charles 


Starkweather, 19-year-old Ne- 
braska youth accused of 10 
slayings. 

Sprinkle said he was on his 
way from Casper to Douglas, 
Wyoming. 

“About 15 miles east of 
Douglas I noticed two cars 
parked on opposite sides of 
the highway. As I passed I 
couldn't see anyone in either 
car.” 


He turned around and 
pulled up behind the west- 
bound car. 

“I saw a young man open 
the highway side of the car 
and asked if I could help. 

“He straightened up with 
a rifle he had hidden behind 
him and said: ‘raise your 
hands. ‘Help me release the 
emergency brake or I'll kill 
you.’ 

“Then I noticed the dead 
man behind the wheel. 

“As I approached him I 
grabbed the gun. We fought 


for it in the middle of the 
road. -I knew that if he won 
I would be dead. I managed 
to wrestle it away from him. 

“He then ran for the other 
car facing toward Douglas. 

“My clothes were torn. As 
he ran a trucker pulled up 
and stopped. I ran to his 
truck, Then I saw the girl 
run from the Collison car to 
deputy sheriff Bill Romer’s 
car, 

“Then he sped away. 

“I had no idea who the fel- 
low was, I only knew that 
he had a gun and was going 
to kill me.” 

The car he stopped behind 
belong to Merle Collison, 37- 
year-old shoe salesman from 
Great Falls, Mont. Collison 
was the dead man behind the 
wheel, The girl in the car 
was Caril Ann Fugate. 

The rifle was not loaded, 
Romer pursued the accused 
killer and caught him after 
shooting at the getaway car.

S WAS TO BE EXPECTED 
the Federal Government's move 
to give the provinces a larger share 
of the income tax field has won it 
little thanks. 
The British Columbia Govern- 
ment, in particular, is dissatisfied 
with the new offer. The confusion 
arising from Mr. Fleming's original 
announcement, as a result of which 
British Columbia and Prince Edward 
Island will get, less than they had 
been led to expect, adds nothing to 
the appeal ‘of the federal offer. 
Some of the provinces, notably 
Ontario and Quebec, stand to gain 
appreciably under the new formula 
which allows them 13 per cent of 
the federal income tax field com- 
pared with today’s 10 per cent limit. 
But the whole problem of federal- 
provincial financial relations still 
awaits the forthcoming conference of 
federal and provincial leaders. This 
conference looms as one of the major 
headaches of the Diefenbaker admin- 


istration which the Prime 
Minister would gladly postpone until 
after the election which is expected 
sometime this 

For at this meeting the generous 
promises made to Ontario in return 
for Premier Frost's help in the cam- 
paign of last June will come home 
to roost. And with them will come 
demands from the other provinces 
for equally generous treatment. 

Last week's announcement will 
in no sense meet that situation, 
although the intention may be to 
stall off the conference until a ‘more 
propitious time. If it is to be held 
before the general election the. dif- 
ficulties to be encountered by the 
Government in meeting provincial | 
demands from a_ budget which 
already is expected to show a deficit 
could prove exceedingly embarrass- 
ing. Taken in conjunction with the 
problems of unemployment and 
foreign trade, they could prove 
disastrous.

Jews Appeal 
Against Russ 
Discrimination 


ROME (Reuters) World 
leaders of Jewry have called 
for the “redress of wrongs” suf 
fered by “Jews in the Soviet 
Union 

The appeal came in a state 
ment Tuesday at the end of a 
two-day conference under the 
chairmanship of Dr. Nahum 
Goldmann, president of the 
World Jewish Congress. 

The statement said Jews in 
Russia “are denied the facilities 
essential to the effective exer 
cise of the rights of cultural 
and communal expression and 
of perpetuating their faith and 
developing their culture by the 
education of their children and 
youth.” 

There are an estimated 3, 
000,000 Jews in the Soviet 
Union. Many of them are in 
the Jewish autonomous region 
of Birobidjan in eastern Russia. 

The statement said Russian 
Jews suffer from discrimina- 
}tion in comparison with other 
peoples and religious groups in 
|the Soviet Union. In addition, 
they are denied the right of 
emigrating to Israel, it said. 

A similar situation, the state- 
ment said, exists in Soviet bloc 
countries of Eastern Europe. 

“In some of these countries, 
notably Romania, this has re- 
sulted in the human tragedy of | 
thousands of broken families,” 
(it said.

“T got my own feelings off 
my chest, and I haven't even 
thought of what my © next 
move might be.

I would vote exactly as I 
spoke today. 

“But that doesn’t. mean 
that I wouldn't support the 
government on other matters 
in which the principle isn't in- 
volved. Only time will tell.” 

Mr. Bryan said he doesn't 
expect that his bold action 
will result “immediately” in 
other Social Credit MLAs 
taking the same stand. 

He said he had received no 
pledge of support from any 
other of his colleagues. In 
fact he had never discussed 


the matter with any of them 


outside the caucus room, Mr. 
Bryan said. 


When it was suggested to 
him that his action might 
lead to the collapse of the 
Bennett government, and he 
was asked “do you want 
that?” Mr. Bryan replied em- 
phatically “no.” 

Mr. Bryan said that if At- 
torney-General Bonner re- 
signed, it would strengthen 
the gavernment “consider- 
ably.”

“About 15 miles east of 
Douglas I noticed two cars 
parked on opposite sides of 
the highway.

He turned around and 
pulled up behind the west- 
bound car. 

“I saw a young man open 
the highway.side of the car 
and asked if I could help. 

“He straightened up with 
a rifle he had hidden behind 
him and said: ‘raise your 
hands. Help me release the 
emergency brake or I'll kill 
you.’ 

“Then I noticed the dead 
man behind the wheel. _. 

“As I approached him I 
grabbed the gun. We fought 


for it in the middle of the 
road. I knew that if he won 
I would be dead. I managed 
to wrestle it away from him. 

“He then ran for the other 
car facing toward Douglas. 

“My clothes were torn. As 
he ran a trucker pulled up 
and stopped. I ran to his 
truck, Then I saw the girl 
run from the Collison car to 
deputy sheriff Bill Romer’s 
car, 

“Then he sped away. 

“IT had no idea who the fel- 
low was. I only knew that 
he had a gun and was going 
to kill me.” 

The car he stopped behind 
belong to Merle Collison, 37- 
year-old shoe salesman from 
Great Falls, Mont., Collison 
was the dead man behind the 
wheel. The girl in the car 
was Caril Ann Fugate. 

The rifle was not loaded.

Succession Duty 
Measure Placed 
Before Commons 


OTTAWA (CP)—The govern- 
ment Tuesday night initiated 
Commons action to introduce a 
bill intended to replace the ex- 
isting Succession Duty Act. 
The measure, once introduced, 
will be put over until next ses- 
to permit interested or- 
ganizations to present their 
Views. 

Finance Minister Donald 
Fleming, opening debate on a 
preliminary resolution, said the 
new measure will reduce the 
present succession duty levies, 
with the greatest proportionate 
reduction on smaller estates, 

He said the new principle of 
exemptions will be “a definite 
advance.” 

The basic principle of the 
new measure is that estates— 
and not the recipients of estates 

will be taxed. 

In cases of estates passing 
to widows, there will be an 
exemption of $60,000 plus $10,- 
000 for each dependent child 
under 21 

At present, no succession 
duty is collected on estates of 
less than $50,000. But once that 
figure passed the duty is 
levied on the full amount of 
the estate, providing only that 
the amount of tax cannot be 
larger than the. difference be- 
tween $50,000 and the estate’s 
value.
